ho wever, that befo re this law, which hereby autho rizes such 
debt to be co ntracted and levies the tax fo r th e paym ent o f 
the principal and interest o f the bo nds to be issued as an evi­ 
dence o f such debt, shall go into full fo rce and effect it shall, 
at the general electio n in No vember, A. D. 19 18 , be submitted 
to the peo ple and receive a majo rity o f th e vo tes east fo r m em ­ 
bers o f the General Assembly at such electio n.

That the issuance, sale an d retirement o f said bo nds

Bear in mind w hen p acking y our 
C hristmas p ackages: 
Send nothing which will not keep 
fresh fro m th e time it is p acked, un 
til Christmas.

announcement; and indeed for the 
last few months the Democratic par­ 
ly organization, acting with the sup 
port and direction of the president's 
closest advisers, such as Messrs. Bur­ 
leson and Creel, has b een working 
with naked eagerness for partisan 
success, and has displayed a greedy 
unscrupulousness as to methods and 
a complete sub ordination of national 
interest to partisan welfare never b e­ 
fore known in our history during a 
great war.

VOTE FOR SANITARIUM 
SOLDIER IN CAMP 


Letter To Lee County Chap­ 
ter Shows Need Of Such 
An Institution Here

C hapter, American Red Cross, has re­ 
ceived a letter from J. L. Gillian, the 
Director 
Civilian 
Relief 
Bureau,

Establish a Free Tuberculosis Sana­ 
torium in Lee county . 
This letter is 
as follows: 
11 has been definitely established 
that tuberculosis is the chief medical 
problem of the war, nex t to the treat­ 
ment of those wounded 
in 
battle. 
W hat do y ou think of that? 
Our 
country for y ears prior to the war 
had a constantly 
decreasing 
death 
list from tuberculosis. 
Our country 
is now confronted with an increasing 
death rate. 
And what do y ou think 
of that? 
“ We scout the idea that we would 
fail fo take care of our wounded and 
disabled. 
How are v.e going to take 
care of our fighting men disabled by 
tuberculosis, if we don’t provide for 
them? 
How are wo going to ‘keep 
the home fires burning’ if wo fail to 
make our own great state equipped 
to fight tuberculosis amongst the civ­ 
ilian population? 
“The Civilian Relief Bureau, Cen­ 
tral Division of tho Red Cross has 
given careful thought to this project. 
We agree with the State Council of 
Defense, with Governor Lowden, with 
President Wilson, with the 
Illinois 
Tuberculosis Association 
and 
with 
the General Manager of this Division, 
that the county tuberculosis 
sana­ 
torium project is a non-partisan, ne­ 
cessary , 
desirable, 
war-time 
and 
peace-time health project. 
“ If every member 
of 
the 
Red 
Cross in Lee county who is a voter 
supports this project it will carry . 
We urge an active campaign by y ou 
between now and November 5th, the 
date of election. 
We urge y ou of the 
Home Service Section to use y our in- 
fiuence and to organize y our effort 
to carry the project successfully in 
y our county .”

The morale of the army and navy 
and of the 
nation behind them is 
the chief factor in winning the war. 
Because of a growing belief in the 
soundness of the doctrine, the people 
of the United States have made ex ­ 
traordinary 
provision for supply ing 
the soldiers with every thing possible 
which will reproduce as nearly as 
may be the influences and surround­ 
ings of the home life which they have 
left. 
Tl« e task of reproducing these re­ 
lationships in so far as possible and 
supply ing substitutes where that is 
the best that can be done has been 
officially entrust' d by the Army and 
Navy Commission on Training Camp 
Activities 
to 
seven organizations— 
the Young Men’s Christian Associa-1 
tion, the Young Women’s Christian 
Association, 
the National 
Catholic 
War Council, represented 
in 
t)he 
eld by the Knights of Columbus; 
the Jewish Welfare Board, the Amer­ 
ican Library Association, the War 
Camp Community Service, and the 
Salvation Army . 
As chairman of the joint commit­ 
tee in Greater New York, charged 
with the responsibility 
of 
raising 
New York’s quota of the $170,500.000 
which these organizations are going 
out in early November to secure, it 
may not bo Inappropriate for me to 


and girls along Vines similar to those 
of the Y. M. C. A. 
Ninety -eight 
hostess hemses have been built in 
cantonmen*, fifteen of them for col­ 
ored troops. 
The Association has 
erected houses for women in 
the 
munitions factories. 
Social morality 
work among the girls of the country , 
particularly in the communities near 
the training camps, is being develop­ 
ed on a large scale. 
In France the 
Y. W. C. A. has built nineteen com­ 
munity centers for American women 
and nine for the French women mun­ 
ition 
workers. 
Three 
clubrooms 
have been established in Russia. 
The work of the National Catholic 
War Council is similar in purpose 
and general character. 
One hundred 
forty -nine huts have be# n erected, 
five 
auditoriums 
and 
thirty -three 
portable structures. 
They are open 
to all soldiers and sailors, regardless 
of creed. 
Entertainments and ath ­ 
letics are provided. 
It 
is estimated 
that about one-tliird of our fighting 
men are Catholics. 
The Jewish Welfare Board, formed 
in the summer of lit 17 to coordin­ 
ate the war activities of the various 
Jewish agencies, has placed 19 3 field 
representatives, 50 visiting rabbis, 
and 5 field supervisors. 
Community 
work is being carried on by the Jew­ 
ish Welfare Board in 150 centers, 
and a committee is now in France to 


mention some 
services which 
of the activities and 
they arc rendering in 
helping to win the war. 
The Y. M. O. A., being the largest 
if not the oldest of these organiza­ 
tions. should be 
mentioned 
first. 
Broadly speaking, Y. M. C. A. work 
is tpday in progress wherever men 
in uniform are gathered, whether in 
large or small groups, wh’te or col­ 
ored. 
According to a recent report 
there are now 663 service buildings 
of various kinds in this country , 132 
others are either in process of con­ 
struction or are authorized, 8 9 0 huts 
have been provided in France and 13 5 
in England for American troops, and! 
8 31 for the French army . 
Among; 
the activities conducted by the Y. j 
M. C. A. are moving pictures, vaud­ 
eville shows, lect ures, concerts, and | 
educational classes. 
There is a re-j 
ligious secretary in each 
hut, 
in 
charge of the Sunday service and! 
Bible classes. 
At the 
request 
of 
General Pershing, the Y. M. C. A 
has taken on tlie management of the; 
army canteen abroad. 
Men weary of j 
trench duly find their way during olT 
hours into the little 
dugout 
hut, 
where hot chocolate, chewing gum.j 
and the like are supplied them. 
And 
when the battle is on, the Y. M. C. j 
A. secretary brings a bit of food, a| 
word of comfort, an ex pression of j 
sy mpathy , and any service possible. \ 
The Young Women’s Christian Asso­ 
ciation is a national 
organization 
seeking to minister to y oung women 


organize welfare work for the men 
fighting abroad. 
The War Camp Community Serv­ 
ice finds its*field in the communities 
near the training camps. 
Its prob­ 
lem is to coordinate all the good 
influences in the community and by 
a definite, comprehensive program, 
show hospitality to tho men in uni­ 
form and provide wholesome and in­ 
teresting occupation for their leisure 
time, 
The secretaries in these camp 
communities now number 272. 
The work of tlie American Library 
Association is carried on to a consid­ 
erable ex tent through several of the 
organizations already named. 
For­ 
ty -one camp library buildings have 
been erected in the larger canton­ 
ments. 
Over two and a half mil­ 
lion books are in circulation which 
have been donated and over a half 
million which have been purchased, 
the majority of the latter being tech­ 
nical books. 
The seventh organization, the Sal­ 
vation Army , has in this country 
some twenty huts or hostels near 
naval and military centers. 
In all 
of these buildings social and recrea­ 
tional facilities are provided for en­ 
listed men, while in about half of 
them accommodations for mating and 
sleeping are available. 
In France 
there are nearly fifty “ hutments,” 
naval and military homes, reading 
room? and rest rooms, located where 
most accessible to soldiers, the near­ 
er the front lines the better.
